New York. .July 27. — Imlicatioiis about the stable 
of Au;;ust Boliuout at Belmont I’ark are that the 
Belmont horses are to retire eomidetely from active 
o|K‘ratioiis in this country, for this season at least, 
and that a considerable number of Nursery Stud 
thoroughbreds will be sent to the other side to train 
and race for such purses as they may be able to 
win l>eforo the close of the present season. 

It is Mr. Belmont’s intention, it is said, to send 
his string of horses to England shortly, and trainer 
.T<»hn Whalen is to go along with them. This string 

/ will Ik? made up of the best Mr. Belmont has in 
training, with a band of yearlings accompanying 
them. 

There are eleven horses in the Belmont stable now 
at Belmont Bark. Three will leave at once for the 
farm in Kentucky and some of the eight remaining 
are to be offered at public sale. In fact, the stable is 
ladng cleaned up and will have no representation 
at the big course in a short time. Some of the 

horses now racing in Canada may be in the lot 

that will be shipped to England. The Belmont 
4-ohu-s are practically through with racing in this 

country for this season. W. B. Gorman will remain 
at Belmont Park in charge of the course and 

grounds. There will l)e an auction sale of the heav.v 
t.’lydesdale horses employed on the course and the 
farmers a!)Out Queens will have the opportunity 
of securing some giHHl stock for their farms. 

.V survey of Uie trainers and owners quartered at 
the Gravesend anti Sheepshead Bay trucks lintls the 
majority of them unt't^rtain as to just where they 
stand. Ther<‘ are a few wln» will ship to Fort Erie 
within a few days, while others Siiy they cannot 
stand the fretiuent idleness required on the Canadian 
circuit. The tr.'icks arc still kept harrowed and the 
horses are going along the same as if there were a 
meeting close at hantl. 

John Hynes is a bit at sea whether to ship back 
to his farm in Stamford. Ct.. or wait until Sep- 
l«*mlM‘r to s<*e if there are to l>e any fall inertings. 
Matt .Mien says he will stick. He has waited so 
long he thinks he will seo it out. 

tieorgc Kraus. Con I>?ighton, Quincy .Stable, Frank 
Began ami William Keating are going to stay a 
while, as they put it, and see what will hapiHoi. 
All have their horses ready to race, Ed Purcell. 
Frank Frishee and all but the Keene establishment 
at Sheepsheail Bay are likely to pull up stakes and 
ship away within a week or two. 

There will be a meeting of the United Hunts in 
a few days when matters relative to Hunt racing 
will he di.sonsseil. with the iMissihility of the an- 
noiincemont of race meetings at some of the courses 
near New’ York.

Tlie veteran trainer. iVter Wiintner, has reached 
D«»uglas Park witli his stalile. which inelndos the 
useful three-year-old. Any Pm’t, and the two-year- 
olds Beatrice. Cynosure and Beautiful. Any Port, 
the star of the stable. w’<*n his last start ami estab- 
lishiHl a new track rei*ord for Latonia at 1 3-10 miles 
by running the distance in Ir.'iSL and trainer Wim- 
nier will go after some of the important handicaps 
here the coming fall with tliis son of Star Slioot ami 
Amy Davonport. .Mr. Wiinmer’s luck was none too 
g(Kxl with his two-year-olds during the spring and 
summer, as they were sick for a tiim? and otherwise 
met with interruptions in tlieir training, but in his 
late races Cynosure plainly showvd he was fast com- 
ing around to winning form and the lilly inenibers 
of the Wiininer kindergarten hand have recently 
worked so well as to load to the hoiie that they 
will develop Into useful raei'rs. 

The string of Lon .Jones also came from Latonia. 
headiHl by the good filly Azylade, but they were at 
once taken to the National Sttx'k Farm to rest for 
a few weeks, after which they will return to 
Chiireliili Downs for active training. Mr. Jont'S 
had several gooil offers at Ixitonia for Azylade, hut 
none of them quite reached the figure he has set 
on her value and so the sp»‘edy daughfor of Cactus 
II. came back lioiiie in her bn^eder’s string. One of 
the disappointments of the Jones stable this year 
was llakleinan, which never run in his races to his 
private form. 

.Several of the horses that trainer Pete Coyne left 
at Latonia. owing to their being sick when he 
brought the others of GiHUge J. Long’s stable to 
Chiirehill Downs, have reached here. Mr. I.«ong’s 
I’hestnnt filly. Fidelo, died at Latonia a few days 
ago. .Mr. I>»ng has sent to trainer Coyne at tlie 
Downs nine yearlings fn»oi BashfonI Manor Farm 
for their first lessons. Five are colts and four are 
fillies, and all hut two are by the Kentucky Derby 
winner. Sir Hmni. the others being l>y Semprouius. 
Trainer <!oyne was summoned to Li*xington yester- 
day by tlie sudden death of a lirother at that place. 

Theo. Abadie is back at llic Downs with Fuleada 
ami the rest of his string, and .vosterday ho again 
look up his two-year-olds Tom King and Samuel B. 
•Meyer, which had been turned out .since last .May. 
Before leaving Latonia Abadie sold Ims well-known 
five-year-old Iwy gelding. Light Blue, to a “hush” 
owner, and that horse may be .seen no more (mi the 
big trai’ks. Light Blue had u bad b‘g, and after a 
late race at Latonia, hi' throw out a ring Ikmic. 

Some horses arc working fast at the Downs. Yes- ’ 
torday Gixxl Nows and Lukewarm went :i quarter 
in The latter is a three-year-old brother to 

Areite that has not started. 

Ia Kelly’s three-year-old I,a IJ Mexican, winner of 
the Bashford Manor Stakes in 1910, reached Church- 
ill Downs so bmlly crippled that there is little chance 
of the colt racing again this season. The son of 
Mexican was cut down in his last start at Latonia 
and it turns out that he is crippled more than w’as 
at first supposed. A veterinarian w’ho examined him 
says he will ultimately get over his injuries, but it 
probably will be another season before ho ran race. 

W. G. Yanke, whose .stable is now ipiartered at 
Churchill Downs, reached I.onisville yesterday. He 
will be here most of the time until 1h,e Kentucky 
fall circuit <»pens with racing at Lexington in Sep- 
tember. Air. Yanke lias si’veral three year-olds at 
Li'xington whleh he turned out last spring, wliii’h 
he will siMin take up and have shipped to Churchill 
iNiwns. They include Frog, Flyiug Feet and Big 
Claim. 

The improvements in the paddix'k oflices, including 
tlie joekey quarters ami the inntind im»o1 headquarters 
at Chiiri’hill D(»wns. are rapidly nearing eompleti<*n. 
and when finisheil will make the Imal structure the 
most I’omplete of its kind on any rare traek in 
.America. Under the present arrangement, the quar- 
ters for the ealenlators liaAO been great Ij' enlarged. 
The secretary’s otliee and the entry clerk’s otli«*e are 
ill the same part of the building as iM'fore, but are 
now’ made far more eomfortable and eonvenient, and 
a shower bath and other luxuries liave lieen added 
to the jm*key quarters. An inside stairw’ay permits 
the riders to ascend to the top of the structure 
wliere, w’hen not engaged in the racing, they can 
witness the contests. 

EQUINE STAR GOES TO BUENOS AYRES. 

Ernest Tanner has, our Special Commissioner 
learns, purehasmj Yonr Majesty on behalf of Senur 
Luis Castells. of Bnouos Ayres, from J. B. Joel, and 
the horse will shortly be sent to the Argentine. The 
price paid has not transpired. 

By IVi’siinmon — Yours, Your Majesty was bred 
in 190r» b.y ,T. B. Joel, and proviMl himself a rai*e 
horse of the highi'st class. He made bis first apiK'ar- 
anee in the New Stakes at Ascot, hnt failed to get 
into the first three behind Sir Archibald. He was 
beaten in the ITiuee of Wales’ Stakes at Gmalwood 
by Vamose, though liehind him on that occasion 
were Royal Realm, Santo Strato and others. His 
next appearance wras a suei’essfiil one, for he won 
the Boseawen Stakes at the Newmarket First Oe- 
tolier meeting, but he failed to get placed in the 
.Middle Park Plate to Leshia, Morena and Araniinta. 
while the same fate awaited him in the Dewhurst 
Plate. 

From two to three years of age he improved rap- 
idly. and W’as eiMitidentl.v expected to score in some 
of the “elassies.” Running far from tit in the Tw’o 
Thousand Guineas, he was unplaced to Norman HI., 
Sir An’hibald and White Eagle, while it was found 
impossible to get him ready in time for the Derby, 
and he was not tlierefore sent to the post. He w'on 
thi‘ other four races for which he started that .year, 
carrying off the St. James’ I’alace Stakes at Ascot 
from Perrier, Vamose. Ednam, Royal Realm and 
others,' while be s<*orod an easy victory in the ri<*h 
Eclipse Stakes at Sundown from a rare ginxl field, 
including Santo Strato, Siberia, White Eagle, Va- 
mose, Mountain Apide and Leshia. A few ilays 
later he won the St. George Stakes at Liverpool, 
again beating White Eagle and Vamose. Starting 
a good favorite in tlie St, Leger. he won comfortably 
from White Eagle. Santo Strato. Ebor. the Guineas 
winner, Norman III., Royal Realm and the Derby 
winner, Signorinetta. 

As a four -year-old Your Majesty ran three times. 
He was third in the Princess of Wales Stakes at 
the Newmarket First July meeting to Dark Ronald 
and Primer, his old opponents. White Eagle and 
Royal Realm again finishing behind him. But in 
the Eclipse Stakes at Sandown he ran unaccountably 
badly, finisiiiug last of four to Bayardo, Royal Realm 
and Santo Strato. In the Atlantic Stakes at Liver- 
IHxd White Eagle heat him by a length, this being 
his last appearance on the turf, 

Argentine breeders have during the last few’ 
.voars shown an evident desire for uotbing hut the 
best blooij. and their purchases in England have 
Included .some of our best animals, the most notable 
being Cyllene and Polar Star. In Your .Majesty they 
have a horse w’hich should make a name for himself 
at the stud, for he has all the qualities which go to 
make for success. His foals are a verv promusing 
lot. 

It was through the agency of E. Tanner that Uyl 
lene, Polar Star and Pictermarllzhiirg were tionght 
for the Argentine, and last winter that gentleiuan 
sent out twenty mares, Avhieh had r»*alized over 
l.OoO guineas I'ach, to form laiis t’astell’s I'niita- 
I Laia Stud, at Buenos Ayres. — London Sporting Life.

BUTWELL DOING WELL IN RUSSIA. 

Newr York. July 27. — Word has been receivixl that 
joi'key James Biitwell, who met with considerable 
sneeess in this <xuintr.v for several seasons, is a 
favorite w’irii race-goers in Russia. Up to the first 
of the presiMit month Butw’cll had w’on fifteen races, 
including tlie Derby. Ho met w’ith an accident in 
the running of the Oaks. A filly fell in front of 
his mount, which also went down heavily. Butw’ell 
landed on his head and w’as knocked out for some 
minutes. His head, shoulder and side were bruised, 
but not enough to keep liini from the saddle more 
tliun a few da.vs. 

As in other eonntries in Continental Europe Suii- 
du.y is the l»ig racing day in Russia. The Emperor’s 
Pii»* and neorl.v all other iniiiortant races are 
d**eided on that day. The races at St. Petersburg 
attract an enormous attendauci', composed of the 
highest society iu the empire. 



New York. Jul.v 27. — Positive denial is made of 
the report tliat there will bi> a three days’ hunt 
meeting at Saratoga. There are vario^ reasons for 
not giving a meeting. The principal one is that 
while the existing law is on the statute books 
no attempt will be m.-idc to arrange any sort of a 
program. It was further stated by one of the execu- 
tives of the Saratoga Assoeation that it would not 
he worth while to prepare the big course for a 
meeting of such short duration. 

James Butler of the Empire City Racing A.ssocia- 
tiou in making his denial of the published rumor 
concerning a regular race meeting at the Yonkers 
track said: 

“There’s not a whit of truth in the statement. I 
have never given such a proposition a single thought, 
and even if the thing was possible the Jockey Cliili 
would announce the fact. Like many others who 
are interested in horse racing for the sport and the 
pleasure of its pursuit, I had my hopes sorely dashed 
W’hen the Gittlns bill failed to pass. But I am con- 
vinced the day is not far distant when horse racing 
in New' York State w’ill be on the same footing it 
now’ is in J'rance. It’s a sad disappointment that 
wo will be unable to race at the Empire City truck 
this fall. We were all ready for a grand opening, 
and some time I ho|M* we will lie able to hold it. 

“If racing had been resumed this fall the breeders 
of the eoiintr.v would have been encouraged to resume 
tlieir occupations, and the managers of the track.s 
would have been given ainph* elianee to decide just 
how' large purses they might be able to offer the 
owners next season.’’ 

Believes Liability Law Unconstitntional. 

Alhan.v, N. Y., July 27. — State Senator Brackett 
of Saratoga, w’ho was a warm supporter of tho 
Gittins bill, has written a letter in w’hlch he ex- 
plains that he voleil f«>r the race track measure not 
tieeaiise he believcfl in gainbling, but because ho 
had Ix'en assured by the ofiiirials of the Suratog.i 
Assoi’iatiim for the Improvement of the Breed of 
Horses that no gambling w’ould be permitted at tho 
track, and al.so because his fellow townsmen wanted 
a race meeting. He does not believe the Gittins 
aiiMMidment was needed because the directors’ lia- 
bility law' is unconstitutional. 

Reapportionment Aot Is Upheld. 

Albany. N. Y.. July 27. — The constitutionality of 
the legislative reapportionment act passed at the 
extraordinary session of the Ijegislature in 1907 w’aa 
upheld in the Court of Apiieals in a unanimous de- 
cision today. The validity of the Hart-Agnew anti- 
race track gambling laws was indirectly involved in 
ttn* actions, three in number, whioli w’ere heard. It 
was Haiined by the racing interests that if tho 
i’eMp|H»rtioiinient act u’as set aside the Hart-Agnew 
law.s wer*' unconstitutional on the ground that they' 
were |>asscd l»y a Legislature elected by an illegal 
apportionment. Soim‘ of the DemiKTatic leadersi 
also were hopeful that the apportionment law wouhl 
bo declared illegal so that the ])reseiit Democratic 
Legislature could jiass such a measure.

Whether 
there w’ill over again 1 k' another Futurity de|»enda 
upiui legislation, niis famous race, first niii m 
was for years th«* most valualile in the w’orld. 
being w’ortli as much as $07,ti7.5 to the winner iu 
1890. In 1910 its valiMf shrank to $25,300.
